It is time this town looked to the plan 


of paving—paving with stone that \\ill

driving. Anything less has proven a poor 
and expensive plan. Money enough has 
been wasted on gravel, dirt and cobble 
stone repairing, which has been washed 
away year after year, to have given us at 
least a few streets with solid and lasting 
pavements. As it is this town has next to 
nothing to show for the expenditure of 
years. 
The right disposition of the road prob- 


lem for North Adams is that of street 
paving with a view to permanent im- 
provements. 
While the sewer system 


way yet need changes, the underground 
conduits for electric wires are now laid 
and only the details of some system need 
to be adopted. As long as the btreets 
were subject to openings and re-openings 
for these and various other purposes, the 
paring was not likely to settle down to a 
definite and fixed policy as regards the 
best materials, and the best methods of 
applying them; but the time is coming 
very soon when these conditions will be 
materially improved, and, in the prin- 
cipal streets at least, the pavements can 
he laid with reference to permanency of 
condition, with the exception of such 
openings as have to be nvide temporarily 
for the necessary repairs of pipes and 
conduits which are permanently located. 


Every year adds to the extent of the 


streets, and with every yoar this problem 
is becoming of more vital importance. 
Several thousand dollars is annually ex- 
pended for repairs, practically a benefit 
only for the current year for in many in- 
stances the work 1m to be done every 
year to keep some of the streets in a fair 
condition. 
The importance of the pav- 


ing problem is therefore very evident, 
and the object of this writing is not to at- 
tsmpt to solve it, but to impress the vital- 
ity of an early and intelligent considera- 
tion of it by the coming city government.

The nomination of Campbell means an 


aggressive campaign in Ohio, where Me- 
Kinley is now recognized as a candidate 
for president and Forakcr for senator, tho 
fate of both depending largely upon tho 
pending contest between Campbell and 
Bushncll for governor. It 'is generally 
understood that ex-Governor Campbell 
was induced to mg.ke the race by promises 
of support for theV.preslcbntial nomina- 
tion, in the event oE success, next Novem- 
ber, in which contingency he may again 
confront his old opponent—McKiniey. 
And in co-operating with Senator Briee 
fora Democratic legislature, ex-Governor 
Camnbellls again confronting his other 
old opponent—Foraker. 


Although Senator Briee is also known 


to have presidential aspirations, it is tho 
generally accepted theory that Briee and 
Campbell have reached such an under- 
standing, so as to contest everything in 
Ohio with McKiuley and Foraker, who 
have everything at stake on the election of 
Asa BuslmeU for governor and u, Republi- 
can legislature next November. 


It is thought that the contest between 


these old leaguers in Ohio will foreshadow 
the currency question and other Issues. 
There is so little difference between tho 
Republican and Democratic platforms on 
silver that the currency question is now 
generally believed to be disposed of iu 
Ohio, but the tariff will bo kept promi- 
nent, as the parties differ widely on that 
issue, and Governor Campball is expected 
to arraign the Republican state adminis- 
tration of the past four years very severely, 
a^ he did iu the previous campaigns. 


Governor Campbell called iu his friends 


before leaving and, with Senator Briee and 
others, arranged for beginning at once an 
aggressive campaign, in which they expect 
tlie co-operation of leading Democrats 
throughout the country.
